In this feel-
ing we do npot participate, eave from sym-
puthy, 83 we do not eppreberd any persopal dan-
ger from the disease,—we wiil not say epidemic—for it
bas pot yet sssumed an epidemic form—and we trust it
will not.  'We wish we cculd feel as devoid of anxiety
in reference 10 the {hreateced attack of the Yaokees
‘We trust that may veither become epidemic nor fatal.

Between the Yellow Fever and the Yankeee—be-
tween the fear that one may become epidemic and the
other acute, there cerluinly is 2 queer feeliog abroad,—
one ca'culated to distract the miod, and to interfere with
regular attention io editorial dutics for the time. Thie

Squualid Foverty in the North_How the Pcor Livs
in New Yerk,

The New York Evening Post calls attention to the
increased mortality in that city, and the causes that
produee it. Oue fertile cause of disease and death is
the overcrowded cocdition of the population, npearly
three quarters of a million of whom, it is estimaled,
live in miserable, dirty tenem:nt houses, where cleanii—
ness acd comlort are utterly impossible. Speaking of
the filth of these tenement houses, the Post says :

The inmates throw their elops and reluse matter into
the streets, and pot less th.n 2500 loads are carried
away daily. Besides this perpetual ruisavee, thers are
two bundred and fifty slaughter houses in the denscly
populated sections of the city, from which fecal matter
finds it way salong the gutters to the sewers. The
stepch emanating from these establishments render may
houses in their neighborbood uninhabitable. Added to
these abominations are pumerous fat boiling, bide and
ofial establishments, whose fcetid exbalations iulect the
atmosphere. With such a catalogue of lite-degtroyiog
agencies, is it a wonder that pestileace does not eweep
¢ff the population by thousands. ] 2

The Post gives the following startling fizures rclative
to the classification of the population, taken from sta—
tistics published five years ago ; gince which time the
tenement evil bas gooe on increasing ?

0! 115 986 tamilies residing in New York city, only
15,990 are able to enjoy the luxury of an independent
home, 14,662 other families live in comparative com—
fort, two in a house, 4,416 buildings contaio three fami-
lies each, and yet do not come under the head of tenc -
ments ; and the 11,995 dwelling bouses which remain
are tlie homes of 72 386 families, being an average of
seven families, or tuirty-five souis in each house ! But
this is only an average. In the Eieveath ward, 113 hoo-
ses (houses built oo the backs of deep lots, snd separi— |
ted only by a parrow and nccessarily dark and filtty |
court from the front houses, whichare also “barracks’)
coutain 1,653 families, or pearly 15 lamilies, or 70 souls
each : 24 others confain 407 families, being sn average
of 20 souis to each ; and ia another ward 72 guca hou-
seg contain no less than 19 families, or 95 souls Lo c.ch.
This soonds shocking.

But this is by no means the worst, There are five
hundrcd and eighty tenement honsas in New York

which contain by actval count, 10,933 familes, or aboat

86 persons each ; 193 others which accomodate 191

ersons each; T1 others, which cover 140 each; aond, fi- |
nally, 29—these must be the most profitable—which

have a total population of no less than 5 449 souis, or

187 to each house. ‘I'be part of Fifth Avepus which

holds the cbief part of the wealth and tashion of New

York has an extent of about two miles, or counting

both sides of the street, four miles. These four miles

of stately palaces are occupied by 400 families; while a

single block of tenement houses pot two bundred yurds

out of Fifth avenue, contaius no less than 700 lamiliis,
or 3,500 souls. Seven such blccks, Mr. Haliiday per-

tinently remarked, would contain more people than the

city of Hartford, which covers an area of several miis
£(] are,

IA tenement house is thus dcseribed by the Post:

It is commonly a structure of rough brick standing
upon a lot twenty-five by a hundred feet; it is from
foar to six storics high, and is so divided inteipally as
to contain four families on each floor—sach family eat-
ing, drinking, sleeping, cooking, washing and fighting
in a room eight feet by ten, aud a bed room 8ix by tew;
onless, indeed—which very frequently happens, saye
Mr. Hallid—the family renting thcse two rooms take
anotker family to board, or sub-lets ons room (o0 one or
even two other families. Oone of the largest of these
barracks has apartments for one hundred and twenty—
six families. It stands on a lot of fifty by two Lua-
dred and fifty feet, is entered at the sides from wslieys
eight feet wide, and by reason of the vicinity of another
barrack of eqaal height, the rooms are 8o darkeoed tuat
on a cloudy day it is impossible to read or sew in them®
without artificial light. It bas not one rocom % ich
can in any way be tboroughly ventillated.

Gov. Brown’s Reply to Gen. Sherman’s RMessage.

Asmuch bas been said about the ioformal meg-
gage sent by Gen. Bherman to Gow. Brown, Vice Pres.
ident S'ephcns snd S:nator Johnson, inviting them to
visit the General in Atlanta, for a conference in refer—
ence to the state of the country, with a view to nego-
tiations for , and a8 the public mind hes been
much excil.ecr:p(zn the subj:ct, some saying that it is
the daty of these gentlemen to accept the General’s in-
vitation and maké an effort to settle our dfficulties by
negotiation, others contending that it was the duty of
the Governor to have seizad the Geveral’s messenger
and ordered him bung as m traitor, we bave for the grat-

" ification of our own and_the curiosity of our read-

ers, called upon the Governor, and enquired alter the
facts.

The Governor, ic reply to our ecquiries, stated tbat
Mr. Wm Kiog, who represented himself aa the bearer
of a message from Gen. Sherman, called upoo him, and
stated in substance that Gen. Sherman bad requested
bim to say to the Governor, that he would be plgased
to receive s visit from bim snd other distinguished
Georgians, with a view to a conference upon the state
of the country, and the eettlemeut of cur dlﬂ‘lculuea-—
that be would give the Goveroor a passfort through
bia lines with an escort, if desired, to go sud return at
sach time as might be 8 ble to him, that he (Gen.
Sherman) recognizad him (Governor Brown) as Gover-
nor of the whole State, and a8 over nn.huuqreq miles
of the territory of the S.ate is now behicd his lines, be
(Gen. 8 ) wou'd allow the Governor to go and virit his
people in the rear if he desired to lock afier their con-
dition, and return at his pleasure ; that be would re-
ceiye him and the other distiguished Georgians at bis
beadquarters and treat them with the respect and ¢on-
gideration due their positiors during tbe conference
which he ipvited—that he did not wish to be compelled
to overrun and dcsolate more of the territory of toe
State, &2.

After bearing the statemeats of Mr. King, the Gov-
ernor replied :

Plesse muke to Gen. Sherman an acknowledgement
of my obligation fur the personal courtesies which you
say be proposes to extend to me. But ae be is only a
Gepersl commandiog sn army in the field, and I the
Governor of a State, neither the Constitutiop of hie
country nor of my own, confers upon us any power w
negotiate a treaty of peace. We probahly hold but few
g:ntimen's in commoo, but if we should agree in every
particular; we would bave power to bind no one by any
compact w® might make. As our interview coald
therefore reeult in nothing practical, I must decline the
invitation. Wkile the portion of the State now in the
rear of Gepn. Sherman’s army is beld by Lim, and the
execation of the laws of the State suspended by armed
force, I know of no service which I couid runder to the
people of that s2ction by a personal visit. If I could
better their condition or mitigate their #®fl-riogs, 1
weculd, on their accouat, cheerfully go at the expense of
any inconvenience or personal sacrifice which the trip
might cost me.

'I'o the remark that Geoeral Sherinan does not wish
to be zompelled to overrun and desolate more of the
territory cf Qecrgia, I reply that no c mpnlsion rests
upoan h:m to attempt thie, unless it b2 the ciuel orders
of his goveroment. If he makes the «¢ffort, be will find
much greater d.fficulties in the way ol his advance for
the pext bundred miles than those encountered during
his march from Dalton to Atlasta. Georgia may pos-
sibly be overrun, ba: can never be subjugated, and
her people will pever treat with a coogueror upon her
goil. As a sovereign &tate, she bud the undonbted right
to disssive ber connection with the government of the
Upited States, whes the compact had been violated by
the other States of the Confederacy, and to torm a new
compact, which shz bas done. She is ag sovereign to-
day se she was the day she & ceded from the old Un'on,
and hes the ssme power, by a Coovention of ber peo—
ple, which ebe then had 10 resamc all delegated powers,
and all the attribu'es of sovoreignty, and then to de—
clace war, nego'iate treaties of péace, and do all other
acts which a sovereign State may do. While this
power reets in her people, who are the original source of
all sovereign'y, her Constitution fi rmed by them, bas
conlerred uu sach power apon her Governor.

The fact must npot be overlooked, however, that
while Georgia possesses the sovere gn power to act
separa.ely, ber faith, which never bas, and I trust never
will be violated, is pl-dged by strong implication to
her Sou.bern sisters, that she will not exercis: this
power withont consent on their part, and concert of
action with them. In league with her Southern zister
States, she entered into this contest with full know-
ledge of all the respoueibillties which atteched to the
act ; and come weal or woe, the will pever withdraw
“from it in dishonor. However unt qaal may be the pro-
portion ¢f suffering or sacrifice which her people may
have to endure, she will never make separate terms with
the enemy which may free her territory fr.m invasion
and leave her Confederates in the Juich. Whatever
may be the opinion of Ler people as to the ivjustice
done ber by the Covfederate administration she will
triumph with her Confederate sisters, or she will sink
with them in one common ruin. ‘l'he intelligent pec—
ple of Georgia, already understand, and ovr epemy
will soon learn, that the independent expresgion of con-
demoation of the errors, to use no stronger term, of the
administration, is ove thing, and disloyaslty to our sa—
cred caase is another, and quite a different thing.—
While tt-e people of (Georgia thnink for themselves and
will not bliudly applaud the mismanagement of our ru-
lers, they will oever violate principle fir expediency,
nor expect dishoncr for reward.

The foundatiors of our government and the liberties
ot the people, rest upon the sovercignty of the States
as their cheef correr stone. Destroy the sovereigaty
of the States, and the whole fabric lulls to the ground,
and ceatralized power with military despotiam, takes
the place of eonetitutional liberty.

When the passions of the people North ard South
bave gufficiently subsiled, we may make peac: by ne-
gotiation, but never by the sword.

If Mr. Lincoin would bave peace and prosperity re-
established upon a firm basis, let bim s'op the war, and
planting himself upon the principlesof the Declaration
of Iodependence of 1776, let bimm recognize the sov-
ereignty of the States, and agree to leave each sov-
ereign State to determine for berself, by a Convention
of ber people, whose delegates shall be fairly chcsen by
the legal voters of the State, without military interfer.
ence or intimidation, what shall be her fature cdhoec?
tion—whether she will remain in, or if out, return to
the old Union, or adbere to the present league.

There may be doubte whether Ken'ucky, Missouri,
and probably other Btates desire to centinue their con
pection with the United States or to cast their ot
with the Confederate States. Tke oc!y just mode of
golvicg Yhese doubts, is the one above indicated. If
these or any other of the Soutbern States shou!d, iu
golemn (onvention, decide to go with the United
States, neither the Confederate governmont, nor the
other Sta‘es can objec'. We cannot govern Kentucky
for ivstance against ber will, unless we can suhjugate
ber. This, we bave no power to do with the Northern
States at her back ; and if we had the power, we have
no right to coerce a sovereign State into a vonnzction
which is not of her own choice. If this were done, we
must, in fatare, govern her - people by the bayonet,
which would convert our republicanism into the worst
species of miii'ary d-spotism. 8o it must be with the
North it M-, Liscula shonld saceeed 1o his palicy of
conquering us.

If we were overrun and for a time subduoed, our ter-
ritory is so vast in extent, and our population so large,
that it wounld take a regular army of two hundred thou-
sand men to govern and hold us in subjugation. The
suppori of such an army would not only continue the
| conntry in bankraptcy, bat in the bands of the Execu-
tive it would soon be used to sabvert even the form of
the government and change it from a republic to a
monarcby. Thus to destroy our liberties must cost the
Northern people their own ; and the republicaciam of
America mast in fature be a reproach and a by-word
among all pations.

It President Liocoln and President Davis will agree
to stop tbe war, and trapafer the settlement of the is-
sues from the battle-field to the ballot-box, leaving each
sovereign State to determine for berseli what shall be
her fature couvection, and who her future allies, the
present devasiaiion, bloodshed and carnage shall cease,
and peace and prosperity will be restored to the whole
couotry.

Oan the other hand, if this is not done, the war will
last for years to come, till both sides are exhausted and
overwhelmed with debt and taxation, when it may de-
generate into a guerrilla strife, the ‘end of which may
not be seen by the present generation, and the bate -
gendered by which will Jast through mapy fatare gen-
erations.

Neither Gen. Sherman nor I can control this, how-
ever much we may deploye it. .

. If those on both sides who have the constitutional
?ower of pegotiation, from obstinacy or ambition, re-
ase to recognize the sovereignty of the States, and to
leave the settlement of the guestion to the States when
they cannot themselves agree, and ineist on continual
¢ffagion of blood to gratify their caprice, ali the States
North and South in their sovereiga capacity may then

The singular prolixity of Amer.can conflicta proba—
bly expresses something beyodd a me:e parity of mili-
tary force. It is, perbaps, a result of the tactics em-
ployed. I'our greet armies, undir as many chosen
geuerals, have now been in close contact for weeks, and
even months together, witbout any achievement which
can be regarded as decisive. The fighting bas beeo
desperate ; but though each particular batule may bring

absuiute disccmfiture. We are applyivg these remarks,
not to the actoal march of Grant upoz Richmond, or
of Sherwsn upon Atianta, but te the operations which
have been reported sinc: ‘each of these commanders
closed bodily with his antagoniet and commenced the
work on which be bad set out. Ia npeither case does it
appear that the proceedings resemble” those of a siege.
Grant is ot furmally besieging even Petersburg, much
less Rictmoud, nor can Slcrmun effect anything like a
regular investment of "Atlants.

1zed. -~ America was the ooe country in the waule worid
without stroog places and fortified towas ¢xcept on the
gea coast. KEven Richmond and Washiugton bave been
loruficd since the war began, and probubly we may
learn by and by something more of a sysiem wkich
I'odleben iutrcdaced, but wboica Beaurcgard and his
colieagues have deveioped. We are assurcd that Rich-
mond—as open a town four ycars sgo as Breniord or
Uroydon—is now one of the strongest places ia the
world. We koow tbat Vicksbarg, bastuly encircled
with defeasive works, resisted every hostiie attack, and
yicided only to lumive. The very man wio took it
cavnot eucceed, though still at the head of a Jarge loice,
to taking the httle country town of Petcrsbarg. Icis
not easy to see the design of Graut’s late operatiors,
but tbey appear to be directed agajost the commuaics-
tions of Petersburg, with the bope of establie¥iog such
a blockade of that 1own as may possibly ia the end lead
to its surrender, aud thus perbaps open one of the roads
to R:chmoud. ‘T'he defences themscives are too strong
even for the reckless obstivacy of the Northern com—
maader ; and if he cannot ¢«fect hia purpose indirecily
he must give it op altogether. Yet these fortifications
had never been beard ot till the otier day, when the
little place all of a suddcn was fuund to be an Antwerp
or a Mantua in strength.

Giaat
finds bimzelf io an extemponiz.d gqaadiiaieral., Whichi-
ever way he turns the definces ol the esemy are too
strong for bim, and so, in despeir ¢f doing anything
else, he ailempts to reduce him to surrender by break-
ing up the railrcad.. ‘This, bowever, is a work of
time, und the result o which 1t might leud would be
distant slll, whereas tbere is8 no longer acy time to
gpare. So long sod g0 skillfully bave the Coatcderates
maictained treir defunce that the issue ot the strif will
now probably be dsiernised by the pclitical guarrels
of their agsalan's.

It is strunge that the 7imes should bave fallen into
such 2o cdd mistake us that avout breech-louders. We
doubt if aoy cocsiderable portion of the infantry of
either army bave breech-loadcrs. The only breech-
loaders are carbines in the haunds of cuvalry.

The toil2ta to be seen on the dais at such a
mcment are truly ne plus ultra of elegance and wealth.
